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SIR RICHARD’S EYE TO THE 
FUTURE 


SJR RICHARD COPPOCK had identified himself so much with the building 

union movement in his 41 years as general secretary of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives that it was almost unthinkable to 
talk of his retiring. But retire he recently did, and his valedictory message 
“Eye to the Future” has just been published. None but Sir Richard could 


have covered so much ground and left so many questions unanswered in eight 
short pages. 


He wags a reprimanding finger at the constituent craft unions for not 
settling their demarcation differences and for not recognising that the problems 
are serious and urgent. As new methods and materials are introduced says 
Sir Richard a more fluid and tolerant attitude from the unions to each other 
could lead to closer co-operation between them and a more powerful co- 
ordination of their forces. 


Sir Richard calls for the integration of the two separate building and civil 
engineering agreements so as to bring every operative under one constructional 
trades agreement. Obviously this will be resisted by the labour unions who 
have consistently voted against this proposal at N.F.B.T.O. conferences. Apart 
from referring to the problems of the existence of at least four separate 
organisations catering for labourers, Sir Richard chooses to ignore this side of 
the issue. 


He calls for a really national joint council with wider powers and stricter 
enforcement of agreements through regional councils. He urges a radical 
review of apprenticeship training with a view to getting down to about four 
main divisions: wet fixing, dry fixing, metal work and finishing. 


Above all, says Sir Richard, the goal should be the establishment of 
one united body to which all building workers belong. Imagine the possibili- 
ties, he says. It would be possible to create a national machine capable of 
giving top publicity, research and organisational services. It would be a union 
of the trades far more powerful and influential than any individual organisation. 
Perhaps of even greater importance because of ultimate political objectives is 
the fact that a united organisation of building workers would be a really great 
political force in the land. 


And politics is where Sir Richard begins his message, not ends it. For 
he says “I am unrepentantly of the opinion that the solution we seek will 
have to be on political rather than industrial lines”. He is clearly convinced 
that a private enterprise construction industry can never provide the site con- 
ditions, the pension and sick schemes and, above all, the security of employment 
that the unions demand. 


But is it really true that nationalisation will solve casualisation? Many 
of the men in the industry have got “moveitus”. They move from job to job 
because they like doing so. And nothing is going to stop them. In fact, 
despite the very big efforts of some of the biggest contractors to reduce labour 
turnover and the cost that it involves, the greatest measure of continuity of 
employment is probably among the small firms upon whom Sir Richard has 
heaped so much scorn in the past. Construction workers have in any event got 
to go where the work is. So their security of employment lies in a full con- 
struction programme and not in some nationalised concern. 


Sir Richard is equally at fault when he contends that nationalisation is 
necessary for establishing planning and priorities. The construction industry 
services investment.

Notebook... 


T is some time since building 
contractors took a stand on the use 

of the R.I.B.A. Form of Contract for local 
authority work. Now the Darlington and 
District Building Trades Employers 
Association is having words with the 
Darlington Corporation because the latter 
is disinclined to use the R.I.B.A. Form 
and meet the conditions it sets out. 

The controversy led Councillor C. 
Spence to allege that the local builders 
would boycott tenders unless the Corpora- 
tion altered its policy over contracts. This 
has been strongly denied by Councillor 
Alfred Bird, president of the Darlington 
Association, who says that the local 
builders are anxious to assist the Corpora- 
tion’s building work, not to hinder it. 

The real point at issue seems to be the 
clause in the R.I.B.A. Form allowing 
to contractors 24 per cent. of sub- 
contractors’ prices and there seems to be 
a fair amount of confusion in the minds 
of members of the Darlington General 
Purposes Committee over the reason for 
this arrangement. 

Alderman J. A. Alsop has pointed out 
that the R.I.B.A. Form of Contract safe- 
guards everybody, as one would expect a 
document to do which was the result of 
years of joint consultation, drafting and 
re-drafting between the _ representative 
bodies of the architects, surveyors and 
building contractors. 

Regrettably the Darlington General 
Purposes Committee decided, after heated 
discussion, to keep to its present procedure 
of inviting tenders using its own form of 
contract and to report to the Town 
Council accordingly. 

I hope that the contractors in Darlington 
and in every other locality where similar 
differences of opinion arise will not relax 
in any way their efforts to ensure that 
local authorities use the R.I.B.A. Form of 
Contract. 

The Standard Form (it is now being 
revised and I understand that the new 
version should not now be long delayed) 
embodies a degree of standardisation of 
the legal conditions of building contracts 
reached upon the soundest of foundations, 
namely, the consent of those whose pro- 
fession and business it is to work within its 
terms. It is not, however, a model upon 
which to base individual requirements and 
in which to insert contrary clauses and 
amendments. Such practices not only up- 
set the agreed balance between the parties 
to a contract, but increase the likelihood 
of confusion and dispute and are therefore 
bound to result in higher building costs. 

Some local authorities, and Darlington 
seems to be one of them, are in danger of 
overlooking these fundamentally sound 
principles upon which the Standard Form 
is based. 


HILE ratepayers of Colchester are 

being invited to be thankful for the 
fact that the town has a Building Works 
Department the citizens of Nottingham 
have learned that a thorough investigation 
of the Corporation’s direct labour system 
has been launched. 

In Colchester the chairman of the 
Building Works Committee, Mr. W. H. 
Willingham, recently informed the council 
that the direct labour organisation’s tender 
was the only one received for the building 
of 70 new dwellings. “People on the 
housing list,” he said, “should be very 
thankful that we have a Building Works 
Department, otherwise they would not be 
allocated any accommodation at all.” 

_ There was a time when the local build- 
ing contractors in Colchester would never 
have dreamed of letting the direct labour 
department be the only building organisa- 
tion tendering for a job of this size. I 


wonder what has happened? Is it that the 
Colchester builders are no _ longer 
interested in combating direct labour? Is 
it that they have too much work on hand 
themselves, or is it a combination of both? 

The purpose of the investigation into 
the direct labour system at Nottingham 
is clear cut. It is to determine 
whether private contractors can do the 
council’s maintenance work more cheaply 
than the direct labour department. This 
is, from the point of view of the rate- 
payers in Nottingham, a laudable aim, and 
it should put the maintenance firms in the 
city very much on their toes. 

There are 500 maintenance workers 
employed by the Nottingham City Corpora- 
tion, but should the investigations show 
that the direct labour arrangement is bad 
business, not one of the 500 need worry 
about being out of a job. I am quite 
confident that the firms in and around 
Nottingham will be only too glad to take 
them on. 


Challenge to Sculptors 


HAVE been taking a rather belated 

look at “Build,” the new magazine 
published by Wates. This is something 
new in the way of journals published by 
commercial and industrial concerns and I 
could hope that more will copy the 
example. “Build,” in its first issue, devotes 
most of the space to a critical survey of 
sculpture and architecture by Terence 
Mullaly, the editorial art adviser to The 
Sunday Telegraph. Apart from comment- 
ing on current examples of architectural 
sculpture he expresses opinions on why 
some have failed and why others have 
succeeded. 

Interesting as all this is, however, I have 
been more struck by a contribution made 
to the same issue by K. W. Bland, Wates’ 
staff architect. It was not so many years 
ago that private house-builders were being 
rightly condemned for their mutilation of 
the English town and landscape by dis- 
regarding even the most elementary 
principles of aesthetic design and lay-out. 
But the period since the War has brought 
a great change, although, as I have pointed 
out before, it is somewhat more in evidence 
in the southern part of the country than 
in the north. The leaders of this move- 
ment have moved on from the problems 
associated with building houses that are 
good to look at and convenient to live in 
and have progressed even beyond the stage 
at which the landscaping of new housing 
schemes is given the right measure of 
attention. As Mr. Bland points out, density 
is no longer a measure of class or price 
level as it once was. Because of this there 
are better opportunities for private house- 
builders to put up their new houses and 
bungalows in groups and not as individual 
units taking on the conventional street 
patterns we have known for too long and 
come to deplore. This new approach makes 
more possible the incorporation within 
each group of dwellings of a focal point 
which tends to strengthen its individual 
identity. Mr. Bland says it can be a tree- 
shaded, paved area or the provision within 
the general lay-out of a free-standing 
sculpture; it could be a combination of 
both, and there is a fine example in 
Patricia Rowland’s “Mother and Child” 
piece at Lowood Court, Dulwich. 

I hope that the number of house-builders 
using sculpture in this way will steadily 
grow. There is every chance that it will, 
provided the sculptors accept the challenge 
in the spirit in which it is offered to them. 
By this I mean that their work must be 
of such a nature that people and their 
families passing it dozens of times a day 
can live happily with it without feeling the 
need to treat it as a joke. Their ennobling 
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and enriching art and sculptors themselves 
have suffered too much from failures on 
this score in the past. 


Why Two Camps? 


a, is rather gratifying to learn from no 
less a person than Sir Richard Coppock 
that in the last 10 or 15 years a subtle 
change has been taking place in public 
opinion of the building industry and that 
the old scornful accusations of backward. 
ness, low mechanisation, high costs and 
poor production have gradually died away, 

Comforting as this may be to many in 
the industry Sir Richard, in his recently 
published pamphlet “Eye to the Future,” 
raises a number of issues which might 
reasonably discourage any atmosphere of 
complacency within the industry as q 
whole. The pamphlet is published by the 
N.F.B.T.O. (price 6d.) and I would like to 
think that every building employer will 
find the time to read it. That is not to 
say that I agree with all that Sir Richard 
writes about. Far from it. But some of 
the matters he raises really do need atten- 
tion. Clearly, after a lifetime spent in the 
building industry, he is still preoccupied 
with two great problems so far as the 
operatives are concerned. One is the need 
for a big improvement in the amenities 
provided for operatives on the building 
site and the other is expressed in his 
wholesale condemnation of the casual 
nature of building employment. Sir 
Richard, however, puts forward plenty of 
ideas for the contractors to ponder over 
on how these two problems might be over- 
come, or at least, he has ideas on the 
machinery which might be developed for 
overcoming them. 

He goes on, too, to tell the building 
unions in fairly blunt terms just what their 
shortcomings are. He chides them for not 
making any progress after the conference 
over two years ago on the impact of new 
techniques on building craft operations 
and scoffs at the existence of two national 
agreements in the industrial field, one for 
building and one for civil engineering. 
“There are employers,” he writes, “who 
obviously think it to their advantage to 
have this almost artificial distinction in 
the industry in order to play off one agree- 
ment against the other. Regretful though 
it may be, this attitude frequently seems 
to determine the actions of some of the 
trade union side.” It unquestionably does 
and Sir Richard is not unaware of the big 
issues he raises here. Personally, I have 
never seen the need for two agreements. 
Nor have I seen the need for two camps 
on the unions’ side and two camps on the 
employers’ _ side. In each respective 
instance one camp is but a weak and 
blurred shadow of the the other. 

I do not agree with Sir Richard, how- 
ever, when he says that the longer the two 
agreements are tolerated by the unions the 
weaker they will become and vis-a-vis the 
employers. My view is that if the two 
agreements were moulded into one, and 
the two camps on either side of the 
industry were moulded into one, the con- 
struction industry as a whole would 
become overnight an infinitely stronger 
and more influential element in the life of 
the nation. I wonder what my readers 
think?

7 National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers announces the 
inauguration of a planned programme of 
research into the mechanisation of plaster.

The new developments in plastering 
which were discussed at the conference jn 
London in June, organised by the National 
Federation of Plastering Contractors, have 
aroused considerable interest in the 
industry. 

One of the subjects discussed at that 
conference, the increased mechanisation of 
plastering operations, is now to be the 
subject of research by the Building 
Research Station in full collaboration with 
the National Federation of Plastering Con- 
tractors. Asa result it is hoped to provide 
the industry with an objective account of 
what part machines can play in producing 
good plaster-work. Some of the subjects 
which will be dealt with are: What mixes 
are most suitable for machine plaster. 
ing; the quality and_ durability of 
machine-applied as compared with hand- 
applied plaster; the kind of operation for 
which mechanised plastering is most suit- 
able; the capabilities of existing machines 
and how they can be improved. 

It is expected that the results of the 
enquiry will give a considerable impetus 
to the development of mechanised plaster- 
ing and will thus help in the solution of 
one of the main difficulties of the plaster- 
ing craft, namely, the present acute 
shortage of craftsmen. 

The National Federation of Plastering 
Contractors hope to begin this important 
research in collaboration with the Buildjng 
Research Station early in September.

Sub-soil consists of water-bearing gravel 
overlying blue clay at a depth of 25ft. 
The foundation is formed in the blue clay 
with a reinforced concrete truncated pyra- 
mid of hollow box construction, which is 
90ft. square by 22ft. high, with a pre- 
. stressed, reinforced concrete base slab. An 
access tunne] links the hollow base of the 
tower with the lower basement of the 
adjacent new building. The total weight 
of the tower and its foundation is approxi- 
mately 13,000 tons. 


Design Problems 


The unusual proportions of height and 
shape, and the compressibility of the clay 
sub-soil foundation present major problems 
of structural design to achieve the required 
stability. Slender towers are sensitive to 
variations in the conditions of wind and 
sun. In this instance, excessive deforma- 
tion of the axis would interfere with the 
alignment of the aerials and disturb the 
transmission beam, the maximum permitted 
angular deflection being limited to twenty 
minutes of arc. 

The cylindrical form of the tower offers 


the advantage of less resistance to the 
impact of the wind. It is estimated that 
wind gusts of 75 m.p.h, may induce a deflec- 
tion of ten inches, and movements of up to 
two inches may be expected from the effect 
of solar heating. 

With structures of this type a special 
problem of stability may arise from steady 
wind conditions of quite low intensity 
which cause transverse oscillations, and 
these could, in certain circumstances, 
build up into movements of a _ serious 
magnitude. The conditions which cause 
this phenomenon are difficuit to predict 
accurately by calculation. Wind tunnel 
tests on scale models of the -tower were 
carried out by the National Physical Lab- 
oratory to investigate this possibility. 


The stability of the tower will be assis- 
ted by the bridge deck connecting with the 
main building at 80ft. above the ground. 
This deck will transmit a maximum hori- 
zontal wind force of 500 tons, and the 
structure of the adjacent main building will 
be stiffened to provide this restraint. This 
attachment of the tower to the deck will be 
arranged so as to provide a lateral stay 
without resisting vertical deformation rela- 
tive to the main building. 


Rising 115ft. above ground level, the 


lowest section of the tower will be linked 
to the adjacent building by the bridge deck 
at the 80ft. level. The shaft in this sec- 
tion will be provided with internal, stiffen- 
ing rings. 

On plan, the next section of the tower, 
from 115ft. to 355ft. above ground, pro- 
vides 17 floors of reinforced concrete, 
cantilevered out from the main shaft. This 
section of the tower will be enclosed with 
glass cladding. 

A third section will house the platforms 
for the main aerials and these are unclad 
in order to minimise interference with the 
transmission beams, and the fourth and 
highest section will contain a revolving 
restaurant, kitchen, tea bar and both open 
and covered observation floors which will 
be open to the public. 

The main shaft will rise a further 3lft. 
above the ,top observation gallery: and 
houses the lift motor rooms and control 
gear. Surmounting the concrete shaft, 
there will be a steel lattice tower approxl- 
mately 45ft. high, designed to Carty 
additional aerials. s 

It is expected that work will begin on 
the building at the beginning of next yeal, 
and completion should be in 1963. The 
contractors for the foundations are Peter 
Lind and Co., Ltd., London, S.W.1. 
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ROOF RAISING AT YORK FACTORY GIVES 
EXPANDED STORAGE SPACE 


DDITIONAL storage space was re- 
A cently provided at the York factory 
of Rowntree and Co., Ltd., where there 
was little space to expand laterally, by 
raising the roof of the store a 
further 5ft. 

The section of the roof to be raised was 
a self-contained section of the storeroom 
95ft. long and 42ft. wide. The 
roof was of the  northlight 
section and was supported on 
six heavy wooden trusses. 
These trusses were thought to 
be about 40 years old, and 
were themselves supported on 
the brickwork of the storeroom 
walls and by two intermediate 
columns. The steeper slope 
of the roof was continuously 
glazed and the other side was 
slated. 

On investigation it was 
found that the trusses were 
not continuous across. the 
building but were divided by 
the valley beam. It was also 
found that this valley beam, a 
10in. by 4in. R.S.J., was not 
continuous either, but each 
beam was split in_ three 
positions. 

At approximately 51 tons, 
the total load of the roof was 
within the lifting scope of one 
of the contractor’s jacks, but 
the lack of continuity of the 
structure caused difficulties in 
the transference of load. It 
was, therefore, found necessary 
to lift the area of the roof in 
two sections and to do this 
at 16 lifting points, thus using 
16 jacks. 

In normal lift slab practice 
the jack sits on the top of the 
columns and by means of high 
tensile steel rods lifts the slab 
towards itself. Because the 
roof was already sitting on top 
of the columns this method 
could not be used at York, and it was 
necessary to adapt the jacks to push from 
below rather than pull from above. 

This was brought about by using a slid- 
ing steel trestle fabricated in the contrac- 
tor’s workshop. The jack sits on the T- 
section of the trestle and is connected to 


the U-section by high tensile steel rods. As 
the jack lifts so the rods rise lifting the U- 
section which has a sliding member which 
passes through the collar on the T-section 
and so lifts the structure. 

Because of the lack of continuity of the 
roof it was decided that the internal jacks 
should lift in pairs and that these should 
lift against beams, which were D.S.L.

centering girders especially provided for the 
purpose, by Rapid Metal Developments, 
Ltd. 

Before lifting was started, the area was 
divided into two by cutting through the 
purlins and valley beams and removing 
the glass and slates over the cutting line.

Apart from this, no other slates or glass 
were removed. 

The roof was divided 10in. from the cen- 
tre truss and parallel with it. This meant 
that the valley beams and purlins would be 
cantilevering from the next truss. It was 
therefore necessary to build a temporary 
truss to support these members both prior 
to, and during lifting. This was done with 
further D.S.L. girders and trench props. 

With 16 jacks in position, the first area 
was lifted and the column extension placed 
in position on top of the existing columns 
and bolted up. Temporary supports were 
provided for the extremities of the trusses 
until such time as the brickwork was 
brought up to provide bearing. The equip- 
ment was then removed and transferred to 
the second half and lifting completed. 
Then column extensions were placed in 
position and the beams and purlins recon- 
nected. 

Previous to this operation, storage pal- 
lets were piled two high. The roof was 
raised 5ft. and this enabled the pallets to 
be stacked three high. 

Thus, over this particular area, the stor- 
age space was effectively increased by 50 
per cent., excluding brickwork and other 
small building work, the complete lifting 
operation was completed in three weeks. 
British Lift Slab, Ltd., 395 George Road, 
Erdington, Birmingham, were the contrac. 
tors for the roof raising. 


MOVE TO RATIONALISE 
STRUCTURAL STEEL 


Proposals are under consideration for a 
new British Standard which will sub- 
stantially reduce the number of sizes of 
steel beams rolled in this country. Such 
rationalisation should lead to greater 
economy in production and thus improve 
the position of British makers of structural 
steel and British fabricators seeking 
business on the Continent and in other 
countries. 

The proposals will permit of more 
frequent rolling of all sizes in the new list, 
resulting in speedier delivery and will 
assist in standardisation in design, thus 
facilitating work in the drawing offices. 

Since the introduction of universal 
beams in 1958, the number of I and H 
profiles has risen to 71. Adoption of the 
proposals which have been submitted to 
the British Standards Institution will 
reduce the number to 27. 

Recently two more steelmakers have 
brought into operation universal beam 
mills and two other mills are planned. The 
British Constructional Steelwork Associa- 
tion, representing the fabricators, is co- 
operating with the steelmakers. 

The new British Standard now under 
consideration will be established, it is 
hoped, by the end of this year and that 
on Ist January, 1963, the existing British 
Standard covering the sizes and weights of 
structural steel will be withdrawn. 





FURTHER INCREASE IN MOTOR 
TRAFFIC 

Motor traffic on the trunk and class I 
roads of England and Wales has increased 
by more than half in the past seven years, 
and by more than a third in the past five 
years. 

A M.O.T. traffic census taken in August, 
1960, showed that the number of motor 
vehicles counted was 62 per cent. greater 
than in 1954, when the last comprehensive 
census was taken, and 37 per cent. more 
than in 1956. 

The overall picture is that generally for 
every three vehicles travelling on the roads 
in 1956, there were four travelling in 1960. 
The only vehicles for which this was not 
roughly true were buses and coaches, .of 
which there are nine on the roads today 
for each ten on the roads in 1956, 
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HE financial failure of a main con- 
tractor during the progress of the 
works is bound to create many problems 
for all concerned. Unfortunately, such 
failures are not uncommon in the con- 
struction industries and a few notes on the 
position of sub-contractors when such a 
failure occurs may be of interest. 

It is of course impossible in a short space 
to deal will all the intricate problems 
which a financial failure produces and any 
sub-contractor who is faced with this situa- 
tion should lose no time in getting expert 
advice on how to safeguard his position. 
But a few general remarks may help to 
show the need for getting such advice and 
assist in taking those precautions on 
entering into sub-contracts which experi- 
ence has shown to be wise. 

Unfortunately, the law differentiates 
between individuals and companies in this 
question of insolvency. If an individual 
commits an act of bankruptcy, usually of 
course an inability to pay a debt, and the 
creditor applies for a receiving order, the 
individual, on the issue of that order, is 
declared bankrupt from the date of the 
act of bankruptcy. If a company cannot 
pay its debts then the creditor has to 
apply for a winding-up order which will 
put the company into compulsory liquida- 
tion and the winding-up order will take 
effect from the date of the presentation 
of the petition to the court. Bankruptcies 
and compulsory windings-up are very 
similar, but the differences have some sub- 
stantial importance beyond the different 
terms used; again these differences show 
the need for getting skilled advice. On 
bankruptcy a trustee is appointed of the 
bankrupt’s estate; on a winding-up a 
liquidator is appointed; their basic duty is 
to discharge the debts and all their activi- 
ties are to that end but, apart from some 
creditors like the tax authorities who have 
the right to payment in full in priority to 
any other creditor, the general body of 
creditors are treated alike with equal 
shares in whatever may be left to share. 
And sub-contractors are, normally, but 
one of this general body of creditors. 


Chief Problems 


There are perhaps three main problems 
which face a sub-contractor when the 
main contractor is declared bankrupt or is 
wound-up. Firstly, what are the possibili- 
ties of the sub-contract being continued 
and can the sub-contractor simply break 
off the sub-contract and be finished with 
the whole unfortunate business. Secondly, 
what are his chances of getting paid for 
work done but not paid for at the time of 
the receiving or winding-up order. Thirdly 
what happens to any money held on 
retention. These subjects may be dis- 
cussed generally but it must be 
remembered that each case may have some 
facts which take it out of the general law 
on these matters. 


Continuing the Sub-contract 


If the sub-contractor has not signed any 
form of sub-contract, as so frequently 
happens, then there will almost certainly 
be no express contract conditions as to 
what is to happen to. the sub-contract on 
bankruptcy or winding-up. 

Generally the position is that the 
trustee or liquidator on appointment has 
the right to decide whether or not to 
continue any contracts not completed and 
this will of course apply to sub-contracts. 
How he decides will depend on two 
factors; firstly on whether the main con- 
tract provides for the trustee or liquidator 
to keep this power or whether it provides 
that on bankruptcy or liquidation the main 
contract is to be terminated; secondly, if 
he has this power of decision as to con- 
tinuing the contract or not, whether it is 
in the creditors’ interests to go on with 
the contract. While this decision has to 
be made within a certain time nevertheless

Position of Sub-contractors on Bankruptcy 
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the inevitable result to the sub-contractor 
who has no specific rights under his sub- 
contract in this situation is a period of 
possibly expensive uncertainty. Even if 
the main contract is on R.I.B.A. conditions 
which provide for the contractor’s employ- 
ment, but not the contract itself, to be 
terminated on bankruptcy or liquidation 
nevertheless, if the building owner and 
the trustee or liquidator so agree, the 
employment can be reinstated. So even 
here the sub-contractor without specific 
rights on bankruptcy or liquidation must 
put up with delay and uncertainty on his 
sub-contract; even if he can get an ex- 
tension of time and possibly extras for 
increased cost due to the delay if the main 
contract is in fact continued and his sub- 
contract can be also continued, this is still 
not much of a safeguard. He would clearly 
be in an altogether better position if he 
had a sub-contract with specific rights 
arising to him so that if the main con- 
tractor’s contract, or employment under 
that contract, is terminated for bank- 


ruptcy or liquidation then the _ sub- 
contractor’s employment or contract is 
equally terminated together with clear 


provisions setting out exactly what will be 
owing under the sub-contract in the event 
of that sub-contract having to be deter- 
mined for this reason. Such provisions 
will help to quantify the sub-contractor’s 
claim and may avoid long arguments with 
the trustee or liquidator and the other 
creditors as to what is or is not dué@ to 
the sub-contractor. 

It is this kind of specific protection 
which the standard form of sub-contract 
gives. This form is designed of course 
mainly for sub-contractors nominated 
under R.I.B.A. conditions but the standard 
form of sub-contract (non-nominated) 
provides similar protection for other sub- 
contractors; while that form was 
apparently drawn up for plastering sub- 
contractors it requires very little amend- 
ment to make it suitable for use by other 
non-nominated sub-contractors. 


Payment for Work Done 


The general position here is that the 
work done under a sub-contract but not 
paid for will, when quantified, rank as a 
debt and the sub-contractor will get such 
proportion as the trustee or liquidator 
finally pays. It is therefore desirable in a 
sub-contract agreement to lay down rules 
as to how this debt is to be quantified. 
Unless such rules are clear the sub- 
contractor can be involved in dispute. For 
example a trustee or liquidator might not 
dispute the sub-contractor’s claim in 
principle for work actually done and for 
materials and goods on site which, as for 
instance under R.I.B.A. conditions, have 
become the property of the employer. But 
what of a contract for materials which the 
sub-contractor has ordered for the sub- 
contract works and under which the sub- 
contractor may be bound to _ accept 
delivery? Is this kind of liability the sort 
that a trustee or liquidator (and the other 
creditors) would accept without a 
struggle? Obviously it is much better to 
specify, without of course including un- 
reasonable items, in the sub-contract 
exactly what shall be due if the main con- 
tractor goes bankrupt or is wound-up, It 
is just this which the two standard sub- 
contract forms mentioned earlier try to do. 

However even if the debt is ascertained 
and will, if met at least in part, go some 
way to mitigate the loss and inconvenience 
to the sub-contractor there is bound to be 
considerable delay before the debt can be 
even partially settled. Sub-contractors will 
therefore want to try to see if they can 
be paid direct by the building owner for 
their work. On this the general rule would 
be that a sub-contractor has no contrac- 
tual claim against the building owner for 
the work he has done even if he is 
nominated; the contractual claim for that 
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work is on the main contract and the 
right of the sub-contractor to get paid 
depends on the sub-contract. Upon bank. 
ruptcy or liquidation the trustee or 
liquidator will get in all the money dye 
under the main contract, including money 
for work of sub-contractors, and this 
money will be for the general benefit of al] 
creditors. However in this situation the 
R.LB.A. conditions do help a little and 
their efficacy was considered in the 
important case of re Tout and Finch, Ltd. 
((1954) 1 All E.R. 127]. 

The provisions concerned relate solely 
to nominated sub-contractors. By Clause 
2l(c) of the R.I.B.A. contract if a con- 
tractor has not discharged all sums stated 
to be due to a nominated sub-contractor 
in a previous certificate then the architect 
may certify for direct payment by the 
employer of these sums. Thus, if on bank- 
ruptcy or liquidation there is outstanding 
to a nominated sub-contractor a sum 
which has been duly certified by the 
architect then the nominated — sub. 
contractor can ask the architect to certify 
direct payment of the amount already due 
and, though the clause is not particularly 
clear, probably an amount to cover work 
that has been carried out since the pre- 
vious certificate which the contractor has 
not honoured. In Tout and Finch the 
creditors of a contractor in liquidation 
challenged the right of the architect to 
pay these sums to a sub-contractor and 
alleged they should be paid to the 
liquidator for the benefit of all the 
creditors. The court was however satis- 
fied that once the conditions laid down in 
clause 21(c) were fulfilled and the power 
to pay direct had arisen the bankruptcy 
or liquidation of the contractor did not 
affect the right if the employer and his 
architect chose to exercise it. 

The weaknesses of this procedure are 
that it depends on previous defaults by 
the main contractor in paying over sums 
due in a certificate to a nominated sub- 
contractor; and that it is not a right which 
the nominated sub-contractor can enforce, 
It is however, despite these weaknesses, a 
most valuable right and nominated sub- 
contractors should, to put confidence in an 
architect and his employer that they can 
exercise the right without trouble from the 
trustee or liquidator, refer to the case of 
Tout ‘and Finch. Once again 
advantages of using written standard con- 
ditions is clear even if those conditions 
are not ideal. 


Retention 


There is a strong case to be made for 
the view that retention money is money 
earned but not payable until the happen- 
ing of certain events; and standard forms 
of contract usually provide for the events 
on which it becomes payable. It is almost 
certain therefore that retention money 
held by a bankrupt contractor against a 
sub-contractor is part of the bankrupt’s 
debts. 
whole of the retention on the sub-contract 
paid over if the main contractor goes 
bankrupt or into liquidation—or must 
money go into the common pool for the 
benefit of all creditors? 

Apart from express and carefully drawn 
contract provisions the latter would 
normally be the fate of the retention fund. 
But the standard form of sub-contract for 
nominated sub-contractors expressly pro- 
vides by Clause 11(h) that “if and to the 
extent that the amount retained by th 
employer in accordance with the main 
contract includes any retention money the 
contractor’s interest in such money 1 
fiduciary as trustee for the sub-con- 
tractor.” The power of this provision was 
the other important point decided in the 
Tout and Finch case; the general creditors 
there contended that the whole of the rt 
tention fund of the employer was payable

BUILDING COSTS 


** Recent Tenders Show Alarming Increase” 


N a report to the County Council, 
Hampshire County Finance Com- 
mittee state that recent tenders have 
shown an alarming increase in cost and 
a general lack of interest by builders in 
tendering for council work, 

“The rise in contract prices in recent 
months appears to be much higher than 
any increase for which proper negotiated 
labour costs would account,” says the 
report. “Nationally, it is estimated that 
there is sufficient work for 2,000,000 
operatives and only 1,250,000 are available. 

“In past years, during the period of 
building licences, the Government assessed 
the amount of work permitted against the 
available labour force, and generally speak- 
ing, this maintained a balance, especially 
in places where labour was not plentiful. 
Today the building labour force has not 
increased and, in fact, many of the un- 
skilled workmen are tending to leave the 
industry for cleaner factory jobs. There is 
no control of building except through the 
capital investment programme, which of 
necessity is related to national conditions 
rather than local circumstances, and 
applies only in the public sector. The 
erection of houses for sale, and offices and 
other private buildings is unlimited. 

“The building industry quickly felt the 
general shortage of skilled labour in trades 
such as bricklaying and carpentry, a 
shortage which has the effect of causing 
contracts to last much longer than would 
normally be necessary if more skilled 
labour was available. Due to this shortage 
there is definite competition amongst the 
contractors themselves to persuade this 
skilled labour to work for them, and it has 
generally been found that the average 
skilled tradesman does not like to travel 
any great distance to his work and many 
will leave their employment rather than 
have to travel away from the vicinity of 
their homes. This has a marked effect 
on school building in a rural county such 
as Hampshire. 


Rates of Pay 


“The negotiated rate of pay for a trades- 
man today is 5s. and for a labourer 4s. 44d. 
per hour for a 44-hour week. In October 
these figures will be increased to 5s. 6d. 
and 4s. 104d. for a 42-hour week and in 
specialist trades there has recently been 
a wage award to electricians increasing 
their pay from 4s. 1ld. to 6s. 2d. an hour. 
These new rates are undoubtedly justified 
in order to retain the operatives in the 
building industry against competition from 
factories and such like. 

“Unfortunately, these rates and hours of 
work bear little relation to some of the 
offers that are made to tradesmen, and 
there are instances of tradesmen demand- 
ing and getting 7s. 9d. an hour for a 
guaranteed 60-hour week which represents 
a weekly earning of something in the 
region of £25. Offers above this have often 
been accepted by tradesmen knowing full 
well that the particular job would last for 
a comparatively short time, but such is the 
labour situation that they know that they 
are able to get work anywhere they like 
as soon as a particular job is finished. At 
one school in this county, in one week 
the contractor lost all his carpenters over- 
night, and on investigation it was found 
that they had gone to work at a very high 
fate of remuneration on a special job 
which had to be ready in time for the 
summer holiday period. 

“There is a shortage of such tradesmen 
as bricklayers. This has had the effect of 
forcing architects to use other forms of 
Construction which is unfortunate because 
it Is generaijy agreed that one of the most 


economical forms of building, if the labour 
is available, is still “bricks and mortar.” 
Again it is known that in certain parts of 
the county large contractors have come 
into the area bringing with them London 
labour at London rates and have been 
taking local labour by paying 2s. or 3s. 
per hour over the approved rates, and this 
in turn compels the local contractor to pay 
the same rate to retain his men. 

“On top of the abnormal rates of pay 
there are incentive and bonus schemes, 
travelling and lodging allowances that are 
all paid to the workmen to encourage them 
to leave their homes to work on a specific 
project, and there is a tendency also for 
contractors, and mainly sub-contractors, 
to pay their men on a salary basis rather 
than piecework rates, as was done for 
trades such as “felt roofing,” and whilst 
this has undoubtedly improved the 
standard of workmanship for this type of 
work it is costing more in the end. 

“It is very difficult to assess the 
abnormal payments made under wages and 
in many contracts large sums of money, 
anything up to £10,000, are inserted in the 
preliminary clauses of the Bill of Quanti- 
ties to cover all these items so that it does 


not show in the Bill rates against the 
various trades. ; 
“Such items as National Insurance 


contributions, holidays with pay contribu- 
tions, new pension scheme, increased 
vehicle tax and increased interest on over- 
drafts have all increased, and at the same 
time this has called for more administra- 
tive staff in the builders’ office which all 
adds to the overheads and has the effect 
of raising the cost of building. 


Tendering 


The building industry today is so over- 
loaded that it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to get any firm to tender for a 
contract. An analysis was made of the 
last 20 main contracts tendered for in the 
County Architect’s office, when it was 
found that following advertisement 1.4 
contractors only were interested, on an 
average, for each job, and that after 
writing personal letters to many contrac- 
tors the average rose to only 3.4 con- 
tractors, some of whom may have sub- 
mitted prices only to oblige the county 
council. 

“One reaction which has been found 
amongst contractors generally is that 
school contracts are not usually liked, as 
they contain very much more detailed 
work than the average factory or other 
similar work, and most contractors are 
rather suspicious that the Ministry of 
Education tend to keep the cost per place 
unnecessarily low; this is possibly justified 
when comparing a school in the centre of 
a thickly populated area and one in a 
country district miles from any centre, 
where obviously the builder has to trans- 
port his labour, and it will undoubtedly 
cost more and consequently the cost is 
spread over the two. It is safe to say that 
most contractors will only undertake 
school work on a competitive basis if they 
cannot find more lucrative work elsewhere, 
such as housing and factories, and it must 
be borne in mind that the standard of 
specification and supervision given to 
schools is much greater than that likely 
to be given to a factory, for which the 
date that it goes into production is more 
important probably than the final cost. 

“Recent events have shown that there 
is a great threat to fixed-price tendering, 
and the council have suspended such 
tendering for the time being, but it is 
hoped that as soon as wages and prices 
become stable enough, it will be possible 
to return to this type of tendering. One 


of the great difficulties that causes the 
builder much concern is the unwillingness 
of nominated suppliers to give quotations, 
and this has no doubt been brought about 
by the unstable wage situation and the 
rise in prices of coal and other basic 
commodities. At the same time at certain 
periods of the year shortages are experi- 
enced in such materials as bricks and 
cement, which can present a serious delay 
on a contract and against which the 
builder tends to cover himself. 

“If firms are encouraged to submit prices 
through the process of selective tendering 
it enables builders to set aside adequate 
resources for development and education 
and improvement of techniques. A better 
job emanates from this type of tendering. 
A further development of this, which is 
being tried most successfully in other 
counties, is serial tendering whereby a 
selective list of contractors is approved to 
tender for a school in a certain type of 
construction, with the promise that, sub- 
ject to satisfactory progress and workman- 
ship, other contracts will be automatically 
negotiated with them by means of extend- 
ing their contract to cover other schools 
in addition to the first one. Generally 
speaking, it is found that this makes for 
more competitive tendering in the first 
case, and some authorities using the 
C.L.A.S.P. system have done this with 
great success, 


Annual Building Programmes 


“Whilst there is now some improvement, 
especially on the part of the Ministry of 
Education, whereby school building pro- 
grammes are known for more than one 
year, there is still a tendency, due to 
Ministerial delays and lateness in pro- 
ducing approval of programmes, to drive 
many of the last jobs into a relatively few 
months in the latter part of each year and 
it is felt that this must have an effect on 
tendering generally. 

“Many of the larger builders in Hamp- 
shire find themselves literally inundated 
with Bills of Quantities over a very short 
period of time, making it quite impossible 
for them to complete the data for tender- 
ing or, in fact, even to consider tendering 
for all the jobs that are offered to them. 
At the moment, the County Architect’s 
Department is trying to programme the 
whole of the work in the Department to 
avoid this happening, and the Ministries 
are being asked to co-operate. This point 
is often aggravated by Ministries produc- 
ing an extra job for various Councils at the 
last possible moment in the financial year 
when they find that they have money 
available owing to other authorities not 
taking up: money allocated to them, and 
this again tends to create a peak period 
just before the end of the financial year 
when many jobs find their way out to 
tender. 

Retention Moneys 


“The amount of money held in retention 
on several large contracts being under- 
taken by one firm of contractors can 
amount to a very substantial sum, and 
whilst it is absolutely essential to have 
such sums, one point that the Builders 
Federation are always making is that such 
retention sums should be kept to the 
minimum. This can only be done by 
selecting good contractors and by both the 
architect and the contractor applying good 
preplanning and carefully progressing the 
contracts. Again the settlement of final 
accounts is another important factor in 
ensuring that moneys are not outstanding 
for any considerable period. 

“The obvious conclusion must be that 
the law of supply and demand is operating, 
and that there is too much work chasing 
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too few building operatives, thereby 
causing the contractors to select which 
work they wish and also causing them to 
pay abnormal rates to attract the trades- 
men. There is a tendency for all contrac- 
tors to cover themselves handsomely so 
that the old contractural risk has prac- 
tically disappeared from building. It would 
appear that the only answer here is to 
produce throughout the country a realistic 
building programme which would relate 
the quantity of building to the available 
labour force. 

“More representations to be made to 
the various Ministries to give a two or 
three year programme at all times, so that 
the work can be spread more evenly over 
the period to ease the task of the architect 
and quantity surveyor, and to encourage 
contractors to give more competitive and 
realistic tenders. 

“There is much the building industry 
themselves could do by making a united 
effort as a body by adhering to wage rates 
freely negotiated and agreed in the 
National Joint Councils. 

“Consideration could be given to 
increasing the use of selective and serial 
tendering, coupled with good preplanning 
both by the architect and the builder, and 
a return to fixed-price tendering, a maxi- 
mum release of retention money and an 
early settlement of the final account, which 
involves the agreement of all concerned 
including the contractor. 


Civil Engineering Work 


“A report of this character would not be 
complete unless it included some reference 
to the cost of civil engineering work. The 
County Council are concerned directly in 
respect of the work which is carried out 
on roads. In this case, part of the work 
which they undertake is done by direct 
labour where the costs reflect the level of 
wages and of the price of materials which 
are purchased. The actual cost of any 
improvement scheme further depends 
upon the efficiency of the organisation 
which, to a large extent, governs the pro- 
ductivity of the labour employed. The 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION 


N an effort to reduce traffic congestion 
in the main shopping area, the Borough 
of Sale have provided a car park to take 
116 cars on a site very close to that area. 
An oil resistant surfacing of two-course 
slag dense tar surfacing was supplied and 
laid by Tarmac Roadstone, Ltd., on a con- 
solidated foundation of broken slag. The 


surfacing consisted of 24in. thickness of 
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increase in wages and in the cost of 
materials has to a considerable extent been 
offset by increased productivity, with the 
result that the level of costs has risen to 
a relatively small extent. In the case of 
work which is put out to contract, the 
increase in the amount of the tenders 
received represents an amount of about 15 
per cent. over the last two years, and the 
reason for this is undoubtedly that there 
continues to be considerable competition 
among the firms equipped with the neces- 
sary plant to enable them to undertake 
road improvement work. 

“The County Council are also indirectly 
affected by the cost of sewerage, water 
supply and coast protection schemes 
undertaken by county district councils 
with the aid of grant from the County 
Council. At the present time, little coast 
protection work is being undertaken and 
it is not, therefore, possible to make any 
comparisons which would illustrate the 
rising costs. 

“The position in respect of sewerage and 
water supply schemes is, however, posi- 
tively alarming. The following examples 
are taken from schemes considered by the 
Committee at their meeting this month. 
The scheme submitted by the Kingsclere 
and Whitchurch Rural District Council for 
the sewerage of Hurstborne Priors and St. 
Marybourne was in 1950 estimated to cost 
£60,000; in 1960 the estimate had risen to 
£119,200, and today to £172,000. In 
February, 1959, the Ringwood and Ford- 
ingbridge Rural District Council submitted 
a scheme for the reconstruction of the 
sewage disposal works at Ringwood at an 
estimated cost of £92,300. A_ revised 
scheme has now been submitted which, in 
addition to the reconstruction of the 
sewage disposal works, includes the laying 
of certain relief sewers and of new sewers 
to serve some 525 houses at present un- 
sewered. The cost of this revised scheme 
today is estimated at £395,000, of which 
£176,000 is attributable to the cost of the 
sewage works. 

“In May, 1958, the Lymington Borough 
Council submitted a scheme estimated to

cost £54,555 for the improvement and 
enlargement of the Barton sewage disposa] 
works. The lowest tender recently sub. 
mitted for this work amounts to £107,550 
At Romsey, the Borough Council sub. 
mitted a scheme two years ago for the ex. 
pansion of the sewerage system for the 
Borough and the reconstruction of the 
sewage disposal works; the net cost was 
then estimated at £226,000. The net cost 
of this scheme today, based on the lowest 
tender, amounts to £398,500. In this last 
case, the Minister of Housing and Luca] 
Government has approved of the accep- 
tance of the tender, which appears to 
indicate that he is satisfied that the cost 
is reasonable. 

“The rise in wages and prices, Steep 
though some of them have been, would 
not of themselves explain or justify the 
excessive rise in tendered or estimated 
costs when compared with a year or two 
ago. Inevitably the conclusion must be 
that there is more than sufficient work 
available for contractors engaged in this 
branch of the civil engineering industry, 
and that the element of competition, which 
is so vital in order to ensure fair and 
reasonable prices, no longer exists in the 
circumstances and the conditions which 
prevail in Hampshire today. Taking the 
situation overall, there would appear to be 
an urgent need to reduce the overall 
volume of work to bring it more nearly 
into balance with the resources, particu- 
larly of labour, necessary to carry it out, 
and unless this balance can be restored the 
public are going to have to pay a good 
deal more for work which needs to be put 
out to contract than is really justified by 
the value of the work.” 


NEW TENDERS SOUGHT FOR 
WATER SCHEME 


East Devon Water Board propose to 
invite fresh tenders for part of the 
Wilmington Rural Development Scheme 
which was Officially advertised in The 
Contract Journal of June 8. 

The Board received four tenders for 
two reinforced concrete service reservoirs, 
of 150,000 gallons capacity, a treated water 
tank and mainlaying. All were considered 
to be excessive and the Board have now 


made application to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government for 
authority to invite new bids for three 


circular prestressed concrete reservoirs of 
about 67 per cent. greater capacity than 
those originally proposed. Authorisation 
has also been sought for permission to 
carry out the mainlaying by direct labour. 

A contract for another part of the 
scheme, put out to tender at the same 
time, has been placed with Staverton Con- 
tractors, Ltd., Totnes. This is for a brick- 
built pumping station and a brick and 
concrete treatment plant building. The 
tender amounted to £13,910. 


BUILDING ACTIVITY FALLING 
OFF PRIOR TO CHANCELLOR'S 
MEASURES 


There is an uncomfortable feeling that 
just when the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
is likely to impose measures which are 


intended either directly or indirectly to 
reduce the level of building activity, the 
latter may now beginning to level off 
and ever a little on its own 
accord, yulletin of the National 
Council of Building Material Producers. 


For nearly three years the expansion of 
building activity has been sufficiently 
marked to have left little doubt as to 
where the building industry was heading, 
but at the present time the statistics are 
beginning to indicate that a change of 
pattern and perhaps of direction is already 
taking place in the private sectors of 
building. Some of the building materials 
industries are already noticing that demand 
is beginning to slacken and many others 
would agree that the curve of demand is 
no longer rising as steeply as it did a short 
time ago. 
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DIRECT LABOUR IRREGULARITIES 


Importance of District Audit 
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The article “ Direct Labour by Local Authorities—the Facts, Arguments and 
Counter-arguments,”” which appeared in our issue of July 27, has prompted the 


following observations from one of our readers.—EDITOR. 


PHe author of Building by Direct 
Labour: A Critical Analysis, Mr. I. 
Ernest Jones, was somewhat doubtful 
whether a District Auditor is really in 
a position to detect irregularities in the 
accounts of direct labour departments, 
and quoted in support of his view the 
statement of the Manchester City 
Architect that “auditors cannot be 
expected to understand all the tech- 
nicalities of the building trade.”” As the 
district audit is, where and to the extent 
that it operates, the only independent 
check upon the correctness of direct 
labour accounting, it is therefore satis- 
factory to find that it is capable of 
unravelling and bringing into the open 
irregularities in those accounts. 

In the Manchester case, which was fully 
reported in Chapter 7 of Building by 
Direct Labour: A Critical Analysis, the 
Town Hall Committee stated in its report 
dated February 22, 1960, that it had found 
evidence of “deliberate falsification of 
time sheets and of manipulation of the 
records of a delivery of materials of which 
the object has been to conceal over- 
spendings on capital jobs which have been 
obtained by the Works Department in 
competition with contractors.” 

The disclosures made to the Manchester 
City Council gave rise to suspicions that 
the accounts of direct labour departments 
are “adjusted,” whenever necessary, in 
order to avoid showing serious losses on 
works carried out by those depart- 
ments. These suspicions will be greatly 
strengthened by happenings recently re- 
vealed in the City of Stoke-on-Trent. 

The District Auditor’s report dated 
March 28, 1961, on the capital accounts 
of the Stoke-on-Trent City Works Depart- 
ment has laid bare a state of affairs which 
is broadly parallel with the situation 
which existed in the Manchester Town 
Hall Works Department, the sums 
involved, however, being considerably 
larger than those quoted in the Manchester 
report. 

The District Auditor reported :— 

“At the commencement of the audit 

I was informed by the Town Clerk and 

the City Treasurer that an investigation 

into the accounts of the City Works 

Department had disclosed wrong alloca- 

tions totalling £2,560 lls. 7d. in respect 

of Educational Capital Works. . . . In 

consequence of this information I 

considered it necessary to give special 

attention to the accounts of the City 





Works Department. . . . Further wrong 


allocations have been discovered 
totalling £3,738 9s. lld., of which sum 
£3,533 17s. relates to wages and 


£204 12s. lld. to invoiced expenditure 

On materials and services.” 

The total amount wrongly allocated over 
a period of more than two years, was thus 
£6,299 Is. 6d. (A _ further sum of 
£5,084 5s. ld. in respect of the hiring of 
heavy plant had been wrongly allocated to 
the Housing Accounts instead of to the 
Education Accounts, but the District 
Auditor found it possible to accept the 
explanation of the officers concerned that 
this misallocation was the result of mis- 
understanding.) 

The investigation showed that various 
invoices had been altered in the City 
Works Department; in one case the name 
of a school contract which should have 
been debited with a payment of £1,000 had 
been erased by someone in the Department 
and the name of a housing contract 
inserted. The ostensible cost of the same 
school contract was later further reduced 
by the allocation of a further payment of 
£1,250 to a different school extension job. 

The District Auditor’s report con- 
tinues:— 

“The method used to effect the mis- 
allocation of wages and expenditure was 
quite simple. Daily time sheets showing 
full details of hours worked on specific 
jobs were made out by each employee. 
These daily time sheets were sum- 
marised by the clerical staff of the City 
Works Department onto weekly sheets. 
These weekly time sheets formed the 
basis for payroll preparation and alloca- 
tion of charge by the City Treasurer’s 
Department. Whenever wages expendi- 
ture was to be wrongly allocated, the 
staff concerned were instructed to enter 
an incorrect contract code number, or 
on occasions to alter the correct code 
number already entered. 

“These malpractices commenced in 
1957 and were discontinued before they 
had been discovered, in January, 1960. 
It is necessary to add that they were 
entirely deliberate, where initiated by the 
Building Manager and his Deputy and 
were effected, under instruction, by the 
staff of the Capital Works Building 
Section of the City Works Department. 
They were designed to ensure that where 
the cost of capital works carried out by 
the Department, particularly those relat- 
ing to Education, had exceeded or was 
likely to exceed the so-called ‘contract’ 
price, the excesses would not show in the 
accounts and would not be disclosed to 


the City Treasurer nor to the Committee 
concerned. The principal officers of the 
City Works Department including the 
Chief Officers named above were inter- 
viewed during the audit. They confirmed 
the accuracy of the foregoing statements 


and each accepted his _ individual 
responsibility. 
“The Building Manager and his 


Deputy further stated during the audit 

that they had discontinued these 

practices of deliberate misallocations as 

a result of the publication of a report 

upon an investigation into the Works 

Department of another local authority, 

which caused them to realise for the 

first time the serious view which might 
be taken of their actions. They do not 
seem to have appreciated earlier that 
by devising and executing these decep- 
tions and by instructing subordinate 
staff to carry them out over a period 
of several years they were breaking 
through principles and habits of con- 
scientious accounting and respect for 
facts upon which the Corporation have 
to rely for proper administration, and 
furthermore that they were creating an 
instrument capable at any time of more 
serious misuse, thus adding to the 
normal risks of affecting the Council’s 
funds. Fortunately it can be stated that 
neither during the investigation of the 

City Treasurer nor in the later investiga- 

tion at audit has any suspicion emerged 

of action of fraudulent kind.” 

This case, following as it does so quickly 
on the Manchester case reported in Build- 
ing by Direct Labour: A Critical Analysis, 
would seem to justify entirely the general 
scepticism of any claims by local authority 
direct labour departments to have saved 
the ratepayers money by direct labour 
building. It is perhaps significant that, 
until the Manchester affair erupted, the 
officials concerned were quite unconscious 
that their practice of juggling with the 
figures in order to delude not only the 
ratepayers but also the City Treasurer and 
the responsible committees into believing 
that the direct labour department was 
saving money on each and all of the pro- 
jects entrusted to it was not perfectly 
legitimate. Ratepayers throughout the 
country are entitled to ask. “Are the same 
practices being adopted in our town?” 

The Stoke-on-Trent case is indicative 
also of the importance of the district audit 
being applied to all county borough 
councils and municipal borough councils, 
which, under the existing law, are free to 
choose whether or not the bulk of their 
accounts should be subject to such audit. 





NEW DETERGENT MATERIAL WOULD REDUCE 
FOAM NUISANCE 


IF the present type of household deter- 

gent were replaced on a national 
scale by a new “soft”} detergent 
material now being tested, the concen- 
tration of residual detergent present in 
various rivers and canals would be re- 
duced by about half and the volume 


of foam would be appreciably dimin- 
ished, 


The fourth progress report of the 
Standing Technical Committee on Synthetic 
Detergents* presented to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government says 
that where such foaming is now occasional 
or comparatively light, it would probably 
be eliminated entirely. Where it is 
Moderate it is likely to be noticeably 


reduced, but where there is copious and 
persistent foam any change might not be 
obvious. Local conditions influence the 
formation and accumulation of foam in 
rivers and canals and it would not be easy 
to make a reliable prediction of the effect 
at any individual place. 
Results of Tests 

The report gives further details of the 
results of tests carried out on the new 
synthetic detergent material at Luton and 
elsewhere, the earlier accounts of which 
were described in previous reports. It notes 
a decrease in the amount of detergent con- 
centration in sewage effluent at a number 
of sewage works in the south of England 
over the past two years, the period in 
which commercial detergents containing 


the new material have been on salé in the 
south of England. Investigations info the 
behaviour of the new detergent material 
are continuing. 

It goes on: “We are satisfied that the 
recent changes we have referred to in 
sewage works in southern England are the 
consequences of the replacement of a 
considerable proportion of the hard 
material by the soft in the sewage draining 
to these works.” ‘ 

The report says later: “Whatever the 
outcome of the investigations we consider 
that further development for improvement 
of the synthetic detergents now in use is 
necessary to achieve the ‘ultimate solution 
envisaged by the Jephcott Committee.” 

tA “soft” detergent is one more readily 


decomposed by bacteria in sewage processes 
and in rivers.

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POWER STATION PROPOSED AT 
FAWLEY 


VHE Central Electricity Generating 
Board are to apply to the Minister 
of Power and the local planning 
authority for consent to the establish- 
ment of an oil-burning power station 
at Fawley, on Southampton Water. 
The proposed station would make use 
of reclaimed land and saltings, and no part 
of the site would encroach on the modified 
boundaries of the Green Belt suggested by 
the Minister of Housing and _ Local 
Government. 


Result of Investigations 


In December, 1960, the Generating 
Board gave their reasons for deferring a 
decision about seeking consent to establish 
a nuclear power station at Hamstead, on 
the Isle of Wight. They stated that they 
were investigating the alternative possi- 
bility of building a conventional power 
station on Southampton Water. 

It is as a result of these investigations 
that the proposals for a Fawley power 
station are being made, and if consent is 
obtained to such a station then considera- 
tion of the establishment of a nuclear power 
station at Hamstead on the Isle of Wight 
can be deferred. 

The site at Fawley is suitable for a 
station of approximately 2,000 megawatts 
capacity. To meet the growing electricity 
demand in the south of England the first 
generating unit will be needed in 1967. 

Oil is the most economical fuel for elec- 
tricity generation in this area, and local 
generation using oil would not only supply 
electricity ts the southern counties as 
cheaply as by generation in a remote coal- 
field station, but also avoid long transmis- 
sion lines from these remote areas, to which 
there are objections both of amenity and 
cost. 


Overhead Line 


It is proposed that the s:ation should be 
connected to the national grid by an over- 
head 400,000-V line running northwards 
and by undersea cables to a line on the 
opposite side of Southampton Water. The 
routes of these lines have yet to be dis- 
cussed with the local planning authority 
and interested bodies before applications 
for consent for them are made to the 
Minister of Power. The possibility of re- 
during the number of lower voltage lines 
on the west side of Southampton Water 
is being investigated. 
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PRIVATE HOUSE BUILDING 
Result of M.O.W. Inquiry 


HE Ministry of Works has recently 

carried out the third inquiry into private 
house building. The result shows that 
private firms engaged on building houses 
for sale on their own initiative started 
work on 59,000 houses during the first half 
of this year, and expect to start 60,000 
houses during the second half of the year, 
making a total of 119,000 houses for the 
year as a whole. 

In the previous inquiry held in Novem- 
ber last year, contractors expected to start 
131,000 houses during 1961: the main 
reasons for the shorifall this year were 
stated to be delays in planning consents, 
shortages of land, and purchasers’ diffi- 
culties in obtaining mortgages. 

Contractcrs were asked if they could 
estimate how many houses they would start 
in 1962. The great majority of firms re- 
plied to this question, and it appeared at 
the time of the inquiry that builders ex- 
pected that there would be little change 
in their programmes next year.

to the liquidator for the general benefit of 
all creditors. The nominated sub-contractor 
contended that the main contractor, and 
the liquidator who was now standing in his 
shoes, had a contract under which he had 
declared himself a trustee of such part of 
the employer’s retention fund as was refer- 
able to the nominated sub-conttractor’s 
work and that trust was binding on him. 
The nominated sub-contractor was there- 
fore, subject only to the conditions in the 
sub-contract being fulfilled as to the 
release of the sub-contract retention fund, 
entitled to the whole of that fund. The 
court upheld the sub-contractor’s conten- 
tion and once again the value of the 
standard form was shown. However it 
should be noted that the non-nominated 
sub-contract form does not contain similar 
provisions to Clause 1l(h) quoted above 
and so the position of the retention fund 
under that contract is not as clear; prob- 
ably it will have to form part of the sub- 
contractor’s claim in the bankruptcy or 
liquidation. 

From this brief and __ therefore 
incomplete account of the position of sub- 
contractors on bankruptcy or liquidation 
of the main contractor one main_point 
emerges; the problem should be considered 
when the sub-contract is entered into an 
professionally drawn clauses to deal wit 
the matter should be part of that sub- 
contract, 
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PROGRESS OF 


XTREMELY varied ground condi- 

tions, ranging from coarse river 
gravels, terrace gravels, morainal de- 
posits, brick earth, running sand, clay 
and some chalk are among the features 
of the main drainage scheme now being 
carried out in an area between Maiden- 
head and Windsor for Cookham Rural 
District Council. 

The scheme (consisting of four main 
branches serving Stud Green, Money Row 
Green and Holyport; Fifield, Bray; and 
Bray Wick, each of these branches having 
several sub-sections) involves the laying of 
some 13 miles of main drainage sewer and 
rising main and the construction of eight 
pumping stations, seven of which will assist 
gravity flow to the main No. 1 pumping 
station from which the crude sewage is 
pumped to Maidenhead for treatment. — 

The main branches are generally being 
constructed of 9in. Staveley spun-iron pipe 
with 15in. pipes where three main branches 
unite. Salt glazed pipes of 6in. diameter 
are being used mainly for the subsidiary 
branches, but where ground conditions are 
poor, 6in. diameter spun-iron pipes are 
used for this duty. 


Opencut Trenching 


The majority of the work is being carried 
out in opencut trenching, the caissons for 
the pumping stations being sunk in free 
air. On long, straight sections over gravel 
terrain, the trenches have been opened 
with Allen 16/60 and 12/16 trenchers and 
19 and 22 RB’s fitted with backacters 
where sufficient working room was avail- 
able. In more restricted spaces, and where 
mobility is important, as over short 
lengths, JCB.4 hydraulic excavators are 
being employed to excavate the first 5ft. or 
6ft. prior to the emplacement of BSP 
trench sheeting. 

In these conditions where buildings are 
in close proximity to the line of the 
scheme, the piles are set up with guide and 
frame to form the first walling and are 
then driven with a No. 2 McKiernan and 
Terry compressed air-operated hammer, 
the compressed air being derived from 
Consolidated Pneumatic portable com- 
pressors. Trench struts are then set to 
ensure maximum support to the ground, 
the excavations being carried down 
between the struts by hand lashing to skips 
loaded out by Jones KL.15 mobile cranes 
on hire from R. and M. Plant, Ltd. 


Pumping 


Of particular importance in the carrying 
out of the scheme is the provision of 
adequate pumping equipment which can 
alternately pump on snore and at full 
bore when sudden inflows are encountered. 
Pumping is required to be maintained con- 
tinuously round the clock and to deal with 
the silt laden slurry arising from the 
excavations, extensive use is made of Sykes 
Univac pumps of 2in., 4in. and 6in. 
capacity. 

The Holyport section was laid in parti- 
cularly variable ground conditions and 
called for the exercise of considerable skill 
on the part of the contractor in modifying 
his technique rapidly from one short 
Section to another. Thus for example, in 
the most southerly section of this part of 
the scheme, glacial morainal deposits were 
encountered consisting mainly of clay and 
sandy clay containing boulders of shelly 
limestone, epidiorite and other rocks 
foreign to the area, this giving way to clay 
arther south which in turn passed into 
sand containing hard cemented sandstone 
boulders. 

The excavations here were driven in 
headings of 4ft. x 3ft. 6in. CP. FL18 clay 
spades being used to excavate the clay 
and sand whilst the solid sandstone 
Sections and boulders required drilling 
with CP.32 drills and blasting before being 
trammed out. Headings were set out in 
both directions from the shafts, the drain- 
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From a Correspondent 


age from the falling heading being pumped 
back to the shaft sump by a pneumatically 
operated CP.7 sludge pump. This sump 
also collected the gravity flow from the 
rising heading, its contents being handled 
by a Sykes Univac, working mostly “on 
snore.” 


Sinking of Caissons 


In the sinking of the caissons for the 
pumping stations, considerable ground 
variation was encountered. They were in 
the main, sunk under their own weight 
except for No. 1 and No. 2. 

At the main No. 1 station, the ground 
water level was some 17ft. above the base 
of the caisson excavation and some 5ft. 
below ground level. The caisson, of 
20ft. 6in. internal diameter, with 18in. 
thick walls, was sunk through coarse gravel 
which provided an easy passage for large 
volumes of water, these being handled as 
excavation proceeded by the Univacs. On 
completion of the excavation, the necessary 
dry base for the construction of the pump 
station floor was formed by the emplace- 
ment of some 250 concrete bags, together 
with a system of radial land drains which 
led to a central sump. Into this sump were 
led two spigots of sufficient diameter to 
receive the pump suction hoses, the inflow 
of some 25,000 g.p.h. being well within the 
capacity of one 6in. Univac, leaving one to 
be kept running on standby to deal with 
any sudden inflows. The caisson was 
loaded with 50 tons of pig-iron and the 
2ft. 6in. thick concrete floor was then 
poured. When the floor. was formed, one 
spigot was sealed off, the remaining pump 
suction withdrawn and the caisson was 
allowed to flood. After a curing period of 
14 days, the remaining spigot was sealed 
off by a skin diver and the caisson was 
pumped out. 

An essential of this form of construction 
is the ability of the pump to prime within 
a few seconds of losing its priming for any 
reason. The force of the water entering 
through the spigot due to the 17ft. head 


surrounding the excavation when the 
pumps were withdrawn was equivalent to 
a small artesian bore. As the 6in. Univac 
primes within 20 seconds on a 22ft. lift 
this inflow was always within the sump 
capacity, 

The site of No. 2 station was located 
on a stiff clay and the caisson here was 
also loaded to assist driving. Particular 
difficulty existed with the sinking of No. 3 
station where a closely graded, boiling sand 
was encountered on the Holyport section. 
In order to provide a firm base for the 
laying of the caisson floor and to prevent 
the caisson from sinking further whilst 
the base was being excavated, a small Sykes 
well point system, consisting of 12 points, 
was jetted down inside the caisson, the 
jetting pump being a 2in. Univac. The 
points were connected to a 4in. main 
laid out in the form of a square and located 
21ft. 6in. below the centre line of the 4in. 
Univac employed for dewatering. At the 
site of No. 6 station some chalk and 
ancient timbers were encountered, these 
being believed to be connected with a 
medeival bridge on the site, following an 
ancient ford. This station is located a 
little to the south-west of Bray Wick. 


Stream Crossings 


A variety of methods are employed for 
crossing the mumerous. streams’ en- 
countered. These have included dragline 
excavation of the stream bed and emplace- 
ment of concrete bags by diver to form a 
bed for the pipes which were also 
positioned by diver; the diversion of the 
stream bed into a wooden flume whilst 
pipes were taken underneath and at one 
site, where the stream had a concrete bed, 
the pipes were taken under in heading. 

Stewarts and Lloyds 5in. steel pipe, clad 
with fibre glass for frost and corrosion 
prevention and equipped with G.K.N. ex- 
pansion joints were used at one crossing 
where the pipes were carried over on an 
existing footbridge. The pipes were

HE Central Electricity Generating

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FIRE-RESISTANCE OF FLOORS, CONCRETE-ENCASED 
COLUMNS AND PERFORATED BRICK WALLS* 


PROGRAMME of co-operative 

research is being undertaken by 
France, Holland and the United 
Kingdom under the aegis of the Conseil 
International du Batiment to determine 
the effect of restraint on the fire- 
resistance of floors. 

The specimens in the first phase of the 
programme were constructed with precast 
reinforced concrete beams of hollow cross- 
section measuring 10in. x 53in., obtained 
from a common source in Holland and 
finished with a lin. concrete topping. It 
was agreed that each of the participating 
jaboratories should support and restrain 
the specimens by the methods they 
commonly used in tests on floors. 

The following conditions were selected 
for the floors tested at the Fire Research 
Station. Loads were applied to the floors 
to produce similar maximum _ bending 
movements, with: 

(i) Ends simply supported, other edges 

free; 

(ii) ends longitudinally restrained, other 

edges free; 

(iii) ends under longitudinal and angular 

restraint, other edges free. 

Using a limiting deflection as the 
criterion of performance to avoid continu- 
ing the tests until collapse of the floors 
occurred, the fire resistance under condi- 
tion (i) was 51 minutes and under (ii) was 
74 minutes, nearly 50 per cent. more. The 
test under condition (iii) was terminated 
by fracture of the webs of the hollow 
beams which occurred after 20 minutes, 
resulting in the separation of the lower 
part of the floor from the upper part. The 
latter together with the concrete topping 
was able to support the imposed load, the 
separated lower part acting as a ceiling 
to protect the load-bearing portion. For 
this particular type of floor the conditions 
of end restraint are critical, but from past 
experience it would seem that this does 
not apply to other floor constructions. 

Owing to difficulties in using floor units 
obtainable in only one country, there is 
to be no extension of this part of the pro- 
gramme to other laboratories. It is pro-

posed to use instead solid slab floors of a 
construction to be agreed, sharing this 
investigation among other countries with 
facilities for testing. 


Concrete-encased Steel Columns 

The latest edition of B.S. 449 permits 
the concrete encasement used for the fire 
protection of structural steel columns to 
be taken into account, under specified 
conditions, in calculating their load-bear- 
ing capacity. Since concrete loses strength 
when exposed to high temperatures, the 
steel in the column will gradually have an 
increased proportion of the load imposed 
on it. A joint programme of tests is being 
undertaken with the Building Research 
Station to determine the effect of these 
changes in loading on the fire-resistance 
of steel columns. 

The specimen columns, which consist of 
an 8in. x 6in. rolled steel I-section, 
protected as specified in B.S. 449, have 
been prepared and are undergoing normal 
maturing and drying in the laboratory. 
There are 13 columns in the programme, 
nine being intended to show the effect of 
the thickness of the encasement and the 
type of concrete on the fire-resistance. 
Three thicknesses of encasement lin., 2in. 
and 3in. are being employed for this study 
using concretes made with siliceous aggre- 
gate (river gravel) and two types of 
artificial aggregate (foamed slag and ex- 
panded clay). Of the remaining specimens, 
three are to be exposed to standard fire 
conditions for predetermined periods and 
their residual strength in the hot state 
determined. The final specimens will be 
heated to failure with the load applied 
eccentrically. Similar specimens have been 
subjected to test under static loading to 
obtain comparative data. 


Walls of Perforated Brick 
The perforated bricks used for this 
investigation were developed by the Build- 
ing Research Station for use in the con- 
struction of single-leaf external walls 
having the same properties of weather 
resistance and thermal insulation as the 
normal two-leaf cavity wall of clay 
bricks. With overall dimensions of 8jin. 
square by 23in. high, the perforated bricks 
have vertical cells arranged in two groups 
connected together by four webs, and with 
50-55 per cent. voids their weight is no 

more than that of a normal brick. 


The programme of fire tests was under- 
taken as a joint investigation with the 
Building Research Station. Three types of 
brick were used, referred to as V5, V6 
and V62, the last named being a later 
development with slightly thicker cell 
walls giving it improved strength. Six 
tests were made on load-bearing walls, 10ft. 
square, four specimens having a plaster 
finish on one face. The walls were tested 
under their design load simulating condi- 
tions of an internal fire, with the 
plastered face exposed to the fire. Brief 
details of the specimens, together with the 
test results are given in the following 
table:

* Specimen collapsed after 1 hour 12 minutes 
during the fire test and since it could not 
be subjected to the reload test after cooling, 
no fire-resistance grading could be assigned. » 
Compared with the fire-resistance of a 

solid brick wall of the same thickness the 
reduced resistance was not unexpected. 
With the exception of the V5 brick wall, 
plastering, in particular with vermiculite 
plaster, gave improve fire-resistance. The 
cement/sand and perlite/gypsum plasters, 
however, tended to spall from the backing 
but the vermiculite plaster remained intact 
throughout the test. 


In relation to the  fire-resistance 
standards set down in model by-laws of 
both the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government and the Department of Health 
for Scotland, it appears that walls of either 
of the types of brick tested without plaster 
satisfy the standards for external walls of 
dwellings of not more than two storeys 
and of other buildings for which one hour 
fire-resistance is needed. 


With appropriate choice of plaster, walls 
of V6 and V62 bricks gave resistances of 
two and four hours respectively, thus 
meeting the higher standards for other 
external walls.

Use of Trofdek Lightweight Decking 


HYPERBOLIC paraboloid spanning 

48ft. over the assembly hall is the 
key feature of a new school recently 
completed at Norwich for the City 
Council. 

The school is the Woodside Infants’ 
School, which was designed by the city 
architect, Mr. David Percival, A.R.I.B.A. It 
uses Trofdek lightweight decking spanning 
cross-walls in 24ft. units for its general 
roofing aad for the assembly hall. 

This decking consists of built-up units 
of varying widths from l6in. to 48in. The 





units are made by bonding plywood webs 
to softwood battens in the form of a 
trough section, and thus forming a strong 
unit, while keeping weight down to a 
minimum. The bonding process is carried 
out with Urea Formaldehyde resins. 
Battens at the top and bottom of the 
troughs use the same resin for scarf joints. 

The plywood is 5/1l6in. Douglas sheeting 
grade which provides the necessary 
structural requirements. The completed 
units, being light in weight, can be erected 
extremely quickly without the need for 
special handling equipment.

L.C.C, Statement 


Concerning the Corporation’s decision, 
Sir Isaac Hayward, Leader of the London 
County Council, made the following state- 
ment: 

The scheme for the development of the 
area north of St. Paul’s Cathedral sub- 
mitted on behalf of the Church Com- 
missioners is substantially on the lines of 
Sir William Holford’s plan. This plan was 
wholeheartedly supported by the Council 
who considered a report on it on June 19, 
1956. The details of the specific buildings 
to be erected were shown in a model sub- 
mitted to the Town Planning Committee 
on July 10, 1961. The Town Planning 
Committee, however, in view of the 
exceptional importance of the scheme felt 
that it was reasonable to ask for further 
time to enable the details to be considered. 

The City Corporation were within their 
legal right to approve the plans before them 
on the basis of the outline planning per- 
mission already given by the City on 
behalf of the London County Council. The 
Council, however, still hope that in view 
of the national importance of the site it 
may be possible to settle the details of the 
scheme in a way which may be finally 
agreed between the City Corporation and 
the Council. 


SUCCESS OF WORK STUDY ON 
ROADWORK 


The Warwickshire County Roads Com- 
mittee report that their experiment in 
applying work study methods to roadwork 
has proved an unqualified success. 

They state that all eight road divisions 
in the county are now operating the system 
resulting from the efficiency studies, which 
included the “streamlining” of labour and 
maintenance methods and a bonus scheme 
for the council’s 440 road builders and 
repairers. The new system is said to be 
saving £80,000 a yean, compared with 
costs of road maintenance and repair 
before it was instituted. 

Although unit labour costs have fallen 
by 19 per cent., each worker is earning 
an average bonus of £1 6s. 8d. above his 
fixed weekly wage and output has increased 
by nearly 50 per cent.

IF you should look through the 
Factories Acts for a legal definition 
of a competent person you will seek 
in vain: for there is none. It’s rather 
like searching for an interpretation of 
the word “building.’””’ To you and me, 
a building means’ something with 
foundations, walls and a roof, but if 
you really want to know what a building 
is, you cannot do better than study 
some of the unexpected definitions pro- 
duced in the High Court since the 
building regulations came into being. 

In general, the true meaning of “com- 
petence” must be related to a specific task. 
Thus in the case of the person who is 
required to undertake the thorough 
examination of a piece of equipment we 
find the following very useful rule for the 
selection of a competent person given by 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents in “The Building Regulations 
Handbook”: 

“The person chosen should have such 
practical and theoretical knowledge and 
actual experience of the type of machinery 
and plant which he has to examine as will 
enable him to detect defects or weakness 
which it is the purpose of the examination 
to discover and to assess their importance 
in relation to the strength and function of 
the machinery or plant.” ; 
This carefully worded statement gives 

the clue to a wider and more general 
definition of a Competent Person. The 
essential requirement is that he _ shall 
possess the knowledge and skill to under- 
take successfully the task assigned to him. 
This, of course, is a matter for decision 
by the employer whose duty it is to 
appoint a competent person in accordance 
with his legal obligations. How he is to 
arrive at that decision is not at all easy 
to determine. It may be a matter of 
assessment of personal qualities. An 
“ Dragee,” who is a_ practising safety 
engineer, would welcome subjects for dis- 
cussion in this column. All names of persons 
mentioned in these discussions are entirely 
fictitious. Questions of law are expressed as 
the author's personal opinions and are not 
claimed to be authoritative-—EDITor.

assessment has to be made, for example, 
when the employer is faced with the need 
to select an individual from the ranks of 
his own employees. On the other hand, 
it may be a matter of delegating the 
selection to an authority, as when an 
employer calls in a specialist firm of manu- 
facturers Or an insurance company to test 
and examine his lifting equipment. In any 
event, the ultimate responsibility will rest 
with the employer to whom the act or 
regulation applies, first to understand its 
intention and then to ensure that it is 
fully discharged. 

This brings me to a most important 
point which, I believe, is not always 
appreciated. Competence in itself is not 
enough, and I would qualify RoSPA’s 
excellent definition by stipulating that the 
person chosen should not only be capable 
of doing efficiently whatever it is he is 
supposed to do: he should also be reliable. 

A colleague of mine once had a most 
alarming experience when he was walking 
round a new scaffold platform some 30ft. 
above the ground. 


The third lift of the scaffold had been 
completed during the weekend by a sub- 
contractor. The bricklayers were finishing 
some work on another part of the site, 
but already some materials were being 
stacked on the platform. Early on the 
following morning, the agent instructed a 
junior foreman, named Hobbs, to carry out 
the usual inspection of the scaffold, and 
to enter the results in the register. It was 
raining slightly and it was a Monday morn- 
ing, and I suppose Hobbs was not feeling 
at his best. Anyway, the scaffold appeared 
to be satisfactory, and he duly recorded 
it as being “in good order.” An hour or 
so after this, my friend, Roy Paterson, 
arrived on the site. The agent was just 
going off to a meeting, but before he left 
he handed the registers to Roy and 
suggested that he should have a look 
round with the foreman. This he did, and 


a few minutes later they were walking 
along the main working platform of the 
scaffold. 

To all outward appearances the platform 
had been very carefully constructed. The 
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guard rails and toeboards were in position 
and the flooring was level and closely fitted’ 
They turned a corner and Roy walked 
slightly ahead, along the gable platform’ 
As he neared the end, he had a sudden 
feeling of insecurity, At first it was no 
more than a sensation of lightness, then 
he realised that the board on which he 
was standing was beginning to tilt sharply, 
Instinctively he threw himself backwards, 
and at the same moment Hobbs grabbed 
the rising end of the board and forced it 
back into place. Roy picked himself up 
shaken but unhurt. They found that the 
plank was short of the end putlog by 
several inches and that it had an over. 
hang of almost one-third of its length, 
Faults like these are, of course, exceed- 
ingly dangerous, mainly because they are 
often not apparent until it is too late, and 
somebody gets hurt. The scaffolder who 
leaves a trap like this is guilty of serious 
negligence, but it should always be 
remembered that the whole purpose of an 
inspection is to discover weaknesses in 
construction which could lead to acci- 
dents. An inspection which falls short 
of this is worse than useless; it can 
promote a false sense of security. 


ROAD EMULSION ASSOCIATION 
President and Presentation 


At the luncheon following their annual 
general meeting in London recently, 
members of the Road Emulsion Associa- 
tion paid tribute to Brig. Gen., E. G. Wace, 
C.B., D.S.O., chairman since the inception 
of the Association 33 years ago. 

General Wace, within sight of his 85th 
birthday had at last persuaded the 
Council that the chairmanship must pass 
to a younger man, and, on relinquishing 
that office, was elected life president of the 
association. 

Mr. Alan Dussek voiced the view of all 
members when he said that no one man 
had done more for the industry than 
General Wace who, when with Colas Pro- 
ducts and subsequently, was not only well 
known in the United Kingdom but was 
recognised internationally as a_ leading 
figure in the industry, through his repre- 
sentation on P.I.A.R.C. and other organisa- 
tions. 

General Wace, in reply, recalled the 
earlier members and expressed particular 
pleasure at seeing present Mr. E, §S. 
Cadic, the son of Mr. L. S. Cadic, who 
was a prime mover in flotation of the 
Association and its first secretary.

PERFORMANCE OF PLANT IN 
COMPACTION OF WET-MIXES 


Road bases must be adequately com- 
pacted during construction if roads are to 
behave satisfactorily under traffic. In 
recent years, premixed water-bound mac- 
adam—or wet-mix as it is more generally 
called—has been widely used for road 
bases. It consists of graded crushed 
aggregate mixed with a small amount of 
water. 

The Road Research Laboratory has 
investigated the performance of a wide 
range of compaction plant in the compac- 
tion of a wet-mix limestone and a wet-mix 
slag in common use and the results are 
published in Road Research Technical 
Paper No. 53*. They provide the engineer 
with information on the performance % 
plant, the moisture range within which 
the materials should be used and the state 
of compaction that can be obtained.

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44IN. POWER CABLES FOR WELSH HYDRO- 
ELECTRIC SCHEME 


Engineering Problems Overcome 


WO mass-impregnated non-draining 
3-core 33-kV power cables have 
been installed as part of the Cwm 
Rheidol hydro-electric scheme, near 
Aberystwyth, for the Northern Project 
Group of the Central Electricity Genera- 
ting Board. 

The 44in. diameter cables, manufactured 
in single lengths of 1,800ft., each weigh 
over 20 tons, and are designed to with- 
stand stresses arising from installation on 
a steep gradient. Two steel-wire armoured 
p.v.c. pilot cables have also been supplied. 


Shaft-type Cleats 


Power and pilot cables are secured in 
shaft-type cleats bolted to a concrete slab 
formed in the bottom of a trench. They 
are installed on a 1,380ft. long slope at an 
average angle of 32 degs. from horizontal. 
Before the ground is reinstated, the cables 
will be protected with inverted concrete 
troughs for which anchor recesses have 
been provided in the concrete slab. Pro- 
vision will also be made for natural 
ventilation. The cores of the 0.5 sq. in. 
conductors in each cable are individually 
sheathed with lead to provide additional 
strength and for convenience of terminat- 
ing in sealing ends at each end of the 
route, 

Because of the weight of the cables and 
the steepness of the slope, installation 
posed a number of engineering problems. 
The drums could not be taken closer to 
the top of the hill than 250yd., from which 
position the cable had to be drawn across 
a boggy field and lowered down the slope 
by two winches running simultaneously, 
wire bonds being attached at a succession 
of points. A hand winch at the bottom 
of the slope was used to guide the cable 


end to the transformer enclosures. The 
main winch used for lowering was 
equipped with a torque converter which 
enabled the heavy cable to be inched into 
the correct position for anchorage in teak 
cleats. 

When the power station is commissioned 
the cables will carry its total output from 
step-up transformers to connect with a 
33-kV. overhead line at. the top of the hill. 

The cables were manufactured by the 
power cables division of British Insulated 
Callender’s Cables, Ltd. and were 
installed by British Insulated Callender’s 
Construction Co., Ltd. Kennedy and 
Donkin, 12 Caxton Street, London, S.W.1, 
are the consulting engineers responsible 
for the transmission installations associated 
with the hydro-electric scheme.

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KENSINGTON MODULAR FLATS 
NEAR COMPLETION 


we fourteen-storey blocks of flats 
built to a modular design are now 
almost complete on a site at Golborne 
Gardens, Kensal, West London. 

Designed for the Kensington Borough 
Council by Sir William Holford, the flats 
are believed tc be the largest in Britain to 
incorporate the latest modular techniques. 
The consulting engineers for the project 
are R. Travers Morgan and Partners, and 
the contractors are Unit Construction Co., 
Ltd., Feltham, Middx. 

All structural plans and sizes in the flats 
are in multiples of 4in. This meant that 
all those concerned in building the struc- 
tures and providing the services, such as 
lifts and plumbing, knew they were work- 
ing to a simple standard with the pre- 
fabrication of units in multiples of 4in. 
throughout construction, even if necessary 
to the kitchen fitments. 

All columns and beams were 8in. thick 
so that they “disappeared” into the 8in. 
party and exterior walls thus avoiding 
rooms of an awkward shape. 


P.F.A. Blocks 


Another experiment carried out in the 
construction of the two blocks is in the 
use of pulverised fuel ash as a building 
material. This was made into hollow 
blocks, 16in. by 8in. to make wall panels, 
against which the supporting reinforced 
concrete structure was cast. The blocks 
are fireproof, lightweight, and have a good 
thermal insulation. 

The exterior cladding is of normal brick- 
work, placed in front of the p.f.a. walls.

REBUILT 


Work is now complete on a £50,000 
scheme by Fremlins, Ltd., for redeveloping 
their bottling depot at Danes Road, 
Camberwell, London, S.E.5. 

The scheme included the construction of 
a beer store of 4,500 sq. ft., a new single- 
storey suite of offices and the conversion 
of an existing office building into a canteen. 
In addition about 1,600 sq. yd. of rein- 
forced concrete paving has been laid in 
loading yards, connecting roads, etc. 

The store is a steel-framed structure on 
piled foundations. Andek roofing has been 
used, comprising lightweight stee: bars 
supporting wood-wool slabs covered by a 
4in. cement screed, three-layer felt and 
stone chippings.

£26m. to Benefit Oversea Territories 


RITAIN spent nearly £26m.—an- 
other record sum—on development 
and welfare schemes to benefit her over- 
sea territories in the last financial year. 
This is revealed by provisional figures 
in the annual Return of Schemes made 
under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Act. 


Issues for development projects in the 
oversea territories during the year 
amounted to £25,977,000 (including 
£1,352,000 for research). This brought the 
total for issues since April 1, 1946, up to 
£226,576,440 of which £209,248,920 was 
for development and welfare and 
£17,327,520 for research. Commitments 
undertaken during the year totalled 
£35,291,739 for development projects and 
£2,186,869 for research. 

Exchequer loans approved during the 
the year totalled £25,000,000 and included 
£8im. to the East African High Com- 
mission for the development of the rail- 
way system, road and water transport 
services and the construction of new 
wharves, quays and jetties. 


£1lm, for Economic Development 


The largest total of grants and loans 
approved for development schemes was in 
the economic field, which amounted to 
£11,606,160. Outstanding totals under 
this heading were £5,059,962 for agricul- 
tural and veterinary schemes; £3,371,522 
for industrial development; £1,352,681 for 
irrigation and drainage and £1,004,465 for 
forestry schemes. 

Grants and loans for education totalled 
£9,807,900 of which £5,047,913 was for 
primary and secondary education and

£3,082,679 was for higher education. 
Communications accounted for 
£6,590,392 of which £5,597,865 was for 
road projects. Schemes for developing 
water supplies and sanitation received 
grants totalling £1,004,962 and medical 
and health services benefited by £1,503,637. 


East African Grants 


Grants and loans approved for East 
African territories amounted to £7,964,308 
of which £3,044,846 was for Tanganyika 
and £2,387,168 for Kenya. Among the 
grants for Tanganyika were £518,300 for 
forestry development, £260,839 for exten- 
sions to secondary schools and teacher 
training centres and £249,400 for improve- 
ments to the Mikumi/Msolwa road. 

Largest of the grants for Kenya was 
£450,204 for surveys connected with the 
Swynnerton Plan for intensive develop- 
ment of African Agriculture and a further 
£421,907 was for assistance towards the 
recurrent cost of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment in 1960-61. 

In Central Africa, Nyasaland was 
granted £1,191,428 including £257,957 for 
the development of African education, 
£247,500 to reconstruct part of the 
Chileka/Matope road and £224,421 for 
African land reorganisation. Northern 
Rhodesia benefited by £621,773 of which 
£512,560 was to improve African educa- 
tion facilities by building and expanding 
trades and technical schools, teacher train- 
ing colleges and secondary schools.

SNOWY MOUNTAINS HYDRO 
CONTRACTS 


The Australian Minister for National 
Development, Senator Spooner, has an- 
nounced that the first contracts have been 
placed for the second stage of the Snowy 
Mountains hydro-electric and _ irrigation 
scheme. The contracts, worth £3,240,000, 
are for the main generating plant of the 
scheme’s largest power station, Murray one. 

The successful tenderers are: Turbines— 
Boving and Co. (ANZ) Pty., Ltd., Mel- 
bourne; generators--A.S.E.A. (Australia) 
Pty., Ltd., Sydney; transformers—Aus- 
tralian General Electric Company Pty, 
Ltd., Sydney. 

The A.G.E. tender for transformers was 
made on behalf of Canadian General Elec- 
tric Company, a wholly owned subsidiary 
of the American General Electric Company. 
The 13 33,000 volt transformers will be 
manufactured in Canada. 

More thav half the components of the 
eight 130,000-h.p. turbines will be manu- 
factured in Australia and the remainder in 
Britain.

RHODESIA 


A new mountain road which will require 
30 bridges and more than 100 culverts 
in its twenty-mile length is to be built 
in the Isoka District of the Northern 
Province of Northern Rhodesia. 

The road will cross the Luangwa Valley, 
and will link Isoka with a Nyasaland bor- 
der road between Katumbi and Fort Hill. 
It will be accessible at first only to 
vehicles having a four-wheel drive; until 
now, the mountain range has been impass- 


* able to all wheeled vehicles. 


A low level causeway across the Luangwa 
was completed during the last two years 
and an old track from the river to an 
escarpment on the eastern side of the 
valley has been improved. The extension 
of the track will now cross the escarpment 
and the Mafinga and Makutu mountain 
ranges. From an_ elevation of about 
6,000ft., the route will descend to a jume- 
tion with the existing border road about 
3,500ft. below.

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CONSTRUCTION OF DOCK WAREHOUSE 
AT AMSTERDAM 


Main Beams Span 


ORK is now nearing completion on 

the erection of a new dock ware- 
house at Amsterdam, Holland, and 
goods are already being stored in a 
completed section. 

The building will be 1,190ft. long and 
200ft. wide. Columns are spaced at 70ft. 
intervals along its length at 40ft. centres 
across its width. 

The structure is composed of precast, 
reinforced concrete columns 25ft. long 
carried On precast concrete raking piles 
driven to refusal. On the piles are cast 
in situ column footings with projecting re- 
inforceement which is grouted into holes 
at the bottom of the columns. 

The main beams span 70ft. longitudin- 
ally between columns. Each beam weighs 


70ft. Longitudinally 


17 tons and is composed of precast con- 
crete segments, post-tensioned together and 
lifted into position Spanning across the 
building transversely between the main 
beams are precast, pre-tensioned second- 
ary beams. These secondary beams are 
generally at 8ft. 9in. centres, but where 
roof glazing is provided a secondary beam 
is Omitted making the spacing 17ft. 6in. 
Around the outside of the building precast 
perimeter beams span between columns. 
The roofing is of precast lightweight con- 
crete units covered by roofing felt. The 
infilling of the walls is with brick and the 
floor is concrete. 

Work on the site commenced in Janu- 
ary this year and the erection of the fram- 
ing began in April. The work will be 
completed in October.

C.J.B. AWARDED £2M. POLISH CONTRACT 


(SONSTRUCTORS John Brown, Ltd., 
who, in conjunction with their 
associates, have already obtained sub- 
stantial contracts for work in the 
US.S.R., recently signed a contract 
worth nearly two million pounds with 
Polimex, the Polish Government Trade 
Organisation. 


This contract is for the design supply 
and installation of three tonnage oxygen 
and nitrogen plants which are to be used 
in the production of ammonia at Tarnow 
in the South of Poland. C.J.B. engineers 
will supervise the erection and commission- 
ing of the plants. 

The plants will be completed successively 
within a period of about five years and they 
will have a combined output of nearly 
1,000 tons a day of oxygen and more 
than 1,100 tons a day of nitrogen. For the 
Purpose of ammonia synthesis the nitrogen 
Must be exceptionally pure and must not 


Contain more than 100 parts per million 
of other gases. 


The installation will be capable of pro- 
ucing sufficient oxygen and nitrogen for 


the production of more than 1,000 tons 
a day of ammonia, or several times that 
quantity of artificial fertilisers and it will 
thus make a most important contribution 
to the development of Polish agriculture. 

C.J.B. have been engaged for some time 
in negotiating this contract which has 
been finally signed in Warsaw after a Month 
of intensive discussion on technical and 
commercial details. The payment terms 
are part in cash and the remainder on 
credit. 

The signatories to the contract were Mr. 
Kozuba, director of Polimex and Mr. 
Niedzielski, an executive, and for C.J.B. 
Mr. F. P. Korn, commercial manager, and 
Mr. A. M. Clark, technical executive 
responsible. 

The air separation process used will be 
that developed in the U.S.A. by Hydro- 
carbon Research Incorporated, who will 
be closely associated in the technical 
aspects of the project. This process has 
already been used in U.S.A. and elsewhere 
in a number of plants of similar type, in- 
cluding the largest single tonnage oxygen 
units in the world, each producing 1,000 
tons a day of oxygen. 
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LARGE OVERSEAS CONTRACTS 
FOR CEMENTATION 


VERSEAS contracts amounting to about 
£900,000 have been awarded to The 
Cementation Co., Ltd., 20 Albert Embank- 
ment, London, S.E.1, during the past 
month. 

In India, the company have received an 
order to strengthen the Shirawta Dam. 
This brings the total amount of work 
carried out by the company for the Tata 
Hydro-Electric Power Supply System 
during the past two years to £750,000. 

Drilling and grouting work has been 
secured at the new West Barrow Dam in 
Victoria, Australia, and at Goderich, 
Canada, the company have successfully 
tendered for a shaft sinking contract. The 
shaft, the second of its kind for Dominion 
Tar and Chemical Co., Ltd., will reach a 
depth of 1,800ft. 


MAJOR RUNWAY EXTENSION 
PLANNED 


The international airport at Sydney, 
Australia is to have its main runway ex- 
tended for use by jet airliners. The exten- 
sion, to cost £A3 million, will give the 
airport two runways for heavy jet aircraft. 
The existing jet runway is from east-west. 

About 2,500ft. of the new 7,500ft. run- 
way will extend across the waters of Botany 
Bay. Major engineering problems to be 
tackled in its construction include the 
dredging of 4,000,000 tons of sand from 
the bay. 

Extensions are also to be made to the in- 
ternational airport, Perth, so that it can 
handle big intercontinental jets in time 
for the Commonwealth Games there late 
next year. 


ROAD AND BRIDGE WORK IN 
SIERRA LEONE 


From Sierra Leone, Barclays Bank D.C.O. 
reports that a start has been made on the 
improvement of bridges and curves on the 
Makeni-Kabala road in the Northern 
Province by the Public Works Department, 
and stores are now being collected to con- 
crete all bridges en route including three 
long bridges which were made between 
Makeni and Kamabai for the Railway De- 
partment. The work will include under- 
strengthening of bridge foundations and 
will necessitate using diving equipment. 


KUWAIT PIPELINE CONTRACT 


Work will begin later this year on the 
installation of a crude oil transit line 
between the Kuwait Oil Co.’s Minagish 
Field and the storage tank farms at 
Ahmadi. 

The pipeline will be 30 miles long and 
is being supplied by the South Durham 
Steel and Iron Co., Ltd. It will be con- 
structed in equal lengths of 22in., 24in. 
and 26in. diameter, and will operate in the 
first instance on gravity flow with a capa- 
city of a little less than 100,000 barrels a 
pe ga line will be in operation by May, 
1962. 


£35M. VOLTA PROJECT LOAN 


Mr. K. M. Gbedamah, Minister of 
Health, announced in Accra recently that 
Ghana was to receive a load of £35m. 
jointly from the World Bank and the 
British and United States Governments to- 
wards the Volta River Project. 

He said the U.S. Government had also 
agreed to lend a further £34.5m. towards 
the establishment of an aluminium com- 
pany associated with the scheme. 








£A4M. WHARF PLANNED AT

A continuous wharf, 1,000yd. long is to

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HELICAL-WELD ALUMINIUM PIPE 
DEVELOPMENT 


Alcan Announce Successful Adaptation 


ARGE-SCALE production of alu- 
minium pipe in sizes up to 28in. 
diameter is now possible, due to the 
successful adaptation to aluminium of 
the helical-weld method of tube making. 


Until now the two main types of 
aluminium tubing that were available in 
large quantities, extruded and drawn seam- 
less tubing, have been limited by practical 
considerations to a maximum diameter of 
approximately 12in. The method some- 
times used to fabricate large diameter 
pipes, by bending plates into cylindrical

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HANDLING OF BALLCLAY 
Dump Trucks Overcome the Mud 


From a Correspondent 


N recent years, Pike Brothers Fayle and 

Co., Ltd., Wareham, Dorset, producers 
of ballclay, have reorganised their handling 
methods and have doubled the productive 
capacity of underground mines and open- 
cast workings. The latest development is 
the introduction of Camill 7 cu. yd. 
articulated dump trucks for the shifting of 
overburden at the Povington, Dorset, 
opencast site and the company reports 
that these machines are moving twice the 
number of loads in a day than had pre- 
viously been possible. 

The Camills, each with a payload of 
20,000lb., are overcoming very soft ground 
conditions particularly at the edge of the 
unconsolidated tip which has a jelly-like 
surface in moderate and bad weather. 

The dump trucks are loaded with sandy 
overburden by dragline excavator and 
travel a short distance on an earth road- 


way to the tip where bogging down is 
inevitable. At the discharge point, the 
trailing wheels of a Camill will sink to a 
depth of 2ft. or more but the machine is 
able to extricate itself without assistance 
because of the shortening wheel-base 
principle which is a unique feature of its 
design. A powerful “humping” action is 
achieved with the end of the tipping rams 
and the alternate use of front and rear 
wheel brakes. The pulling power of this 
action is approximately 8 tons and each 
“humping” movement results in a step of 
approximately 4ft. 3in.

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METAL AIDS ANTI-CORROSION FIGHT 


Use of Tantalum in Chemical Plants 


HE hunt is on for new metals that 
can be used in the building of 
chemical plants. 

Lack of suitable materials has been 
known to prevent the large-scale use of 
some new chemical processes already 
proved effective in the laboratory. And 
in existing plants, maintenance costs are 
high because the more common metals and 
alloys are far from immune to corrosive 
acids and high temperatures. 

One of the most promising materials 
considered so far is tantalum, a bluish grey 
metal which resembles platinum in 
appearance and glass in its resistance to 
corrosion. It belongs to that group of 
elements known as the rare metals. 
Because it is rare and processes for 
recovering it are complicated, its cost is 
high. 

Metallurgists at the Amsterdam Labora- 
troy of Royal Dutch/Shell are nevertheless 
seeking ways of making it serve the 
chemical industry. They are studying 
methods of using it as liners for large 
pressure vessels, for if it were employed 
as a thin internal coating the cost would 
not be prohibitive. 


Several Difficulties 


Tantalum presents several difficulties, 
not the least of which is the lack of know- 
how as to its fabrication into linings for 
large objects. It is a metal that cannot 
be welded in the presence of air because 
under these circumstances it becomes 
brittle. Also, welding it to other materials, 
like steel, results in an imperfect bond. 

To overcome the problem of making 
tantalum welds in air, Shell engineers have 
adapted techniques of welding it in an 
inert atmosphere of argon, similar to those 
used for welding titanium. More accurate 
control of the welding condition is, how- 
ever, necessary, because tantalum has a 
melting point of about 5,425 deg. F., and 
a strong tendency to warp. Jigs and 
fixtures are used so that the back of the 
weld can be protected with argon and 
warping is prevented. 

In this way, simple welds can be made 
in the atmosphere, provided all parts of 
the joint near the torch are shielded with 
argon. But objects of intricate shape are 





best welded in an argon-filled chamber 
or welding box. The same method is 
advisable for the welding of connections 
to tubes of small diameter.

niques. Methods are being developed 
similar to those applied for the construc- 
tion of titanium linings, where strips of 
titanium are riveted on the inside of the 
vessel. Grooves of about 9mm. are left 
between each pair of parallel backing 
strips which serve as channels to distribute 
the argon supply. Argon reaches these 
channels when it is fed to the reverse side 
of the weld via holes drilled through the 
steel wall of the vessel. The panels of 
lining material are attached to the backing 
strips by spot welding and interconnected 
by means of overlapped fusion welds.

WO new machines have been intro-
